which were fully repreſented to cthem-in 
the -Remonffrance of the Commithoners '6f 
the Generall Aſſembly, in the Letters from their 
Commiſſioners. at London, and in the infor- 
mations ſent hither from ſeveral places'of the 
Kingdome : And having at Iength debated, 
thereupon, doe finde it neceſſary, in regard 
thereof, that'the {Army bee kepr np till the 
meeting of Parliament ih March next to come; 
And doe therefore remit: and referre the con- 
fideration. of . the disbanding the Army rill 
that mecxing: And.in the meane time; . thar 
the burden ofthe entertainment of the Army 
doe not appear greater than really itis, The 
Cammittge of Eſtates have thought fir, to 
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make knowne to, all His Majeſties ggod 
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Subjects, "That this day the Lord General, the 
'Ltiutenanb General, and Generall Majors , to 
teſtific the willingneſle of the Army to cale: 
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the Kingdome as much as can bee Have 
for themſelves, in name of the whole Offe- 
cers andSouldiers under their :command, and 


contained in the eſtabliſhment ofthe Army, 


freely quit & diſcharged to the Kingdom. the 
proportion of their Pay underwritten, from 
the tenth of Ofober inſtant, tothe tenth day 
of March next to come:, viz. the Foote 
Souldiers quits daily twel-ve pennies Scots., 
the Trooper two Shillings Scots , the Dra- 
gooners proportionally , and the Officers 
above a Leiutenant , 
their Pay ; Which offer the Committee hath: 
accepted, and with that deduction ordaines 
the Army be entertained from the ſaid: tenth: 
of Ofober,till the ſaid tenth day of Marsh next, 
according to the- rule of Maintenance, : the 
accounts wherof is to'come in to the General 
Commiſlary as formerly: And the reten- 
tion of the Annuglliremes ro be proportiona- 
ble to the Maintenance ; And whereas by 
the foreſaid AZ of the eleventh of September,
